UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Jan. 
28—The United States called on 
Israel today to withdraw imme- 


diately from Egypt, and said 
that units of the United Nations 
Emergency Force should be de- 
ployed at once in the Gaza strip 
and Gulf of Aqaba regions to 
preserve the ase-fire agree- 
ment between Egypt and Israel. 

United States Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge Jr., open- 
ing the afternoon session of the 
General Assembly's. debate on 
the Middle East, indorsed the 
report of Secretary General 
Dag Hammarskjold on the situ- 
ation as “fair and practicable.” 

Immediately after Lodge ex- 
pressed United States approval 
of the use of UNEF to ‘“‘move 
in behind” the evacuating Is- 
raeli forces in order to “sep- 


arate the two sides, Abba Eban | 


of Israel declared his nation 
would leave Egypt if measures 
were taken “to prevent a re- 


newal of conflict by land or 


sea.” 
‘Two Keys to Peace.’ 

“In the opinion of the United 
States,” Lodge said, “there are 
two keys to the restoration of 
peace and security in the Mid- 
dle East. There must be no 
claim of belligerency by either 
nation to justify aggressions. 
The UNEF must bé posted on 
both sides of the armistice line. 
to see that the restoration of 
peace is assured.” 

He declared that neither 
Israel nor Egypt should inter- 
fere with its operations to make 
certain that the hostile factions 
on the Aqaba gulf and in the 
Gaza strip were separated. The 
work of the UNEF should be 
co-ordinated with that of the 
U.N, truce observation commis- 
sion, Lodge added, to insure 
strict observance of the 1949 
armistice agreement. 

The U.N. Secretary General 
should be authorized immedi- 
ately to cover the Israeli with- 
drawal from the controversial 
points “without prejudice” to 
future legal adjustment of the 
disputes, Lodge concluded. This 
cannot be undertaken until Is- 
raeli forces have left Egypt. 


Declaration by Eban. 


In behalf of Israel, Eban ‘de- 
clared his government sought 
“a new system of relations be- 
tween herself and Egypt.” He 
said Israel was willing to sign 
an agreement of non-belliger- 
ence and mutual non-aggression 
with the Egyptian government 
at once. |

There are no signs that the 
issue of integration will not be 
raised again in Congress or that 
the bill as a whole will find 
clear sailing in the Capitol.

Five Basic Principles. 


The President enunciated five 
basic principles which, he said, 
should govern the legislation 
on construction grants. They 
were: 

“First, the program must be 
recognized as an emergency 
measure designed to assist and 
encourage the states and com- 


/munities in catching up with 


their needs. 


Once the accumu- 
lated shortage is overcome, if 
state and local autonomy in 


education is to be maintained, 


the state and communities must 
meet their future needs with 
their own resources and the 


federal grant program must ter- 


minate. The

shows their ability to do this. 

“Second, federal aid must 
not infringe upon the American 
precept that responsibility for 
control of education rests with 
the states and communities. 
School construction legislation 
should state this policy in no 
uncertain terms. 

“Third, federal aid should 
stimulate greater state and lo- 
cal efforts for school construc- 
tion. Many states now make 
no contribution to school con- 
struction, and in some states 
which do contribute the amount 
is relatively small. Further, to 
increase total funds for school 
construction, federal grants 
should be matched by state 
appropriated funds after the 
first year of the program. 


“Fourth, the allocation of 
federal funds among the states 
should take into account school- 
age population, relative finan-

Cilisiaas Orders Study 


on Increasing Pay of 
Employes to Match 
Private Business.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan, 28 
—Gov. James T. Blair Jr. said 
today he plans to call for a 
study of the salaries of state 
employes, “to bring them up to 
a ievel where we can compete 
with private business in obtain- 
ing personnel.”’ 
“The whole state pay system 
is so low,” he added, “that it 
is difficult to get experienced 


people, to come here, at low 
Salaries.”’ 
Blair pointed out the state 


Government has no retirement 
plan applying to all employes, 
although a bill affecting most 
of them now is pending in the 
Legislature, Some of the de- 
partments, such as the state 
highway department, have a re- 


_tirement plan. 


The state normally has be- 
tween 16,000 and 18,000 regu- 
lar employes. Part time em- 
ployment on occasion runs the 
total up to about 27,000. 

Blair recalled that the state 
pays the comptroller and budget 
director only $6000 for the 
combined job although he han- 
dies “about $400, 000,000 in 
items a year.’ He gets an 
added $1000 a year for looking 
after records on federal social 
security pay deductions. 

“The state purchasing agent, 
who annually buys more than 
$18,000,000 in supplies, gets 
$6000,” Blair added. “Likewise 
the head of the Department of 
Business and administration.” 

Salaries of elected officials 
of the state, formerly as low as 
$5000 a year, now are $15,000 
for the elective department 
heads, $12,000 for the Lieu- 
tenant Governor and $25,000 a 
year for the Governor. 

The salary of the State Audi- 
tor, now $7500, will go up to 
$15,000 a year at the end of the 
present term in 1959. 

Salaries of heads of some of 
| the major departments, such as 
Revenue, Welfare, Agriculture, 
Insurance, fall between 
$10,000 and $12,000. The two 
highest paid appointive officers 
are the Director of Corrections 
and the Chief Highway Engi- 
neer, each receiving $15,000. 

Most of the rank and file em- 
ployes in the departments are 
paid from $175 to $400 a 
month, and the state pays its 
janitor employes $1500 a year,

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

At the opening of the current U.N. 
General Assembly, Herbert Hoover 
Jr., Acting Secretary of State, said 
that Korea is “fully deserving of ad- 
mission and should be brought in 
without further delay.”

January 1949. For eight years it 
has been torpedoed by the abuse of 
the veto power by the Soviet Union 
in the Security Council. 

The Republic of Korea is fully 
qualified for membership on its own 
record of performace. It is also a 
special responsibility of the United 
Nations, under whose sponsorship it 
came into being. In order to uphold 
the principle of collective security, 
the U.N. took collective military ac- 
tion against the Communist ag- 
gressors in Korea. 

The U.N. recognized the Govern- 
ment of the Republic of Korea as 
the only government of Korea, and 
has assisted it continuously through 
its United Nations Korean Recon- 
struction Agency. The Republic of 
Korea is a member of all the spe- 
cialized agencies of the U.N. During 
the Korean War, although not a 
U.N. member, the republic placed its 
full armed forces under the United 
Nations Command. 

The International Court of Justice 
ruled that the use of the veto to 
block the admission of a qualified 
state—such as Korea—constitutes an 
abuse of power. In 1948, it ruled 
that a member of the U.N. was not 
“juridically entitled” to refuse ad- 
mission for reasons of political con- 
sideration. 

Article 4 of the U.N. Charter 
opens membership to “all peace- 
loving states which accept the obli- 
gations contained in the present 
Charter... and are able and willing 
to carry out these obligations.” The 
Republic of Korea is eager to as- 
sume and carry them out. 

The time has come for the na- 
tions of the free world to overcome 
the Soviet Union's tyrannical abuse 
of the veto power and to take ef- 
fective steps to admit Korea to its 
rightful place among the United 
Nations.

On the Wrong Side 


President Eisenhower's recent budget mes- 


so much because it was injected into budgetary 
proposals, as because it represented direct en- 
couragement to the oil and gas lobby which {fs 
trying to exempt gas producers from federal 
utility regulation. 

In its years of lobbying, the gas industry had 
known President Eisenhower was on its side, 
but only because of indirect advice from the 
White House. The President said nothing pub- 
licly about the issue until last year, when he ve- 
toed the Harris-Fulbright bill because of “arro- 
gant” lobbying methods used to promote it. 

The natural gas fight has proceeded now for 
seven years. Opponents of the various bills to 
prevent Federal Power Commission regulation 
of gas well-head prices have insisted that such 
measures might add $600,000,000 or more an- 
nually to the bills of gas consumers. In 1950 
President Truman vetoed the Kerr bill on those 
grounds. 

In the budget message, however, President 
Eisenhower notes that he said last year, in his 
own veto statement, that he was in favor of the 
objectives of the bill. And he explains: 

Legislation freeing gas producers from 
public utility-type regulation is essential if 
the incentives to find and develop new sup- 
plies of gas are to be preserved and sales of 
gas to interstate markets are not to be dis- 
couraged to the detriment of both consum- 
ers and producers. 


The President preceded this by saying, “It is 
essential that consumers of natural gas be 
protected.” 

It may be difficult for gas consumers to see 
how they are to be protected by removing the 
protection of utility regulation, but that is what 
the President and the gas lobby are saying. The 
argument is that regulation holds down prices 
and will discourage gas producers from exploit- 
ing new reserves, and that therefore the supply 
will go down and prices will go up. 

This line implies that regulation is no good 
because it is bound to be unfair. The same argu- 
ment could as illogically be turned against regu- 
lation of railroads, power companies or utilities 
of any kind. 

If gas regulation, which is relatively new, is 
unfair, then the remedy lies in an appeal against 
its methods, not against the principle of regula- 
tion. Even here the gas lobby may have trouble 
making a case. The Phillips Petroleum Co. re- 
cently argued that a 9 per cent return on invest- 
ment was insufficient, but a 9 per cent return 
would look good to many utilities. 

In any case, the consuming public will see lit- 
tle sense or protection in a regulatory system 
which regulates the distributing local utility, 
and regulates the gas pipeline companies, but 
does not regulate the basic price of the gas that 
goes into those pipelines and thence into the 
homes and factories. 

The issue now, as the President plainly puts 
it, is utility regulation or no utility regulation 
for natural gas. And since Mr. Eisenhower has 
taken sides against the regulatory principle, 
40,000,000 consumers must hope for protection 
from their representatives in Congress. 
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Strictly a Local Problem Now 

The State Tax Commission is entitled to com- 
mendation for carrying out a difficult but im- 
portant job. It has virtually completed the 
onerous task of equalizing property assessments 
as between counties. 

The average assessment in each county in 
Missouri now runs to not less than 30 per cent 
of true value. Thus each county is carrying its 
fair share of the state property tax load. There 
are no more free riders. That ought to benefit 
areas like the City of St. Louis which have long 
paid more than their fair share. Equally impor- 
tant is the fact that a fairer distribution of state 
school funds is now possible. 

Unfortunately, however, while there is equali- 
zation between counties this is not the case 
within a good many individual counties. St. 
Louis county is a good example. The ancient 
inequities that were imbedded in its tax struc- 
ture before the State Commission forced the 
rounty to come up to the 30 per cent floor are

Affairs Committee have set an excellent exam- 
ple for the Senate in their report on the Mid- 
dle East resolution. The Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations has all the seniority and all 
the prestige, but in this case it is in danger of 
getting itself tied up in a fruitless wrangle. It 
could do much worse than take a leaf from the 
House committee’s book. 

The House report makes no bones about sup- 
porting the Administration resolution firmly 
and unqualifiedly. Thus it gives no comfort to 
anybody in Moscow or elsewhere who may have 
been hoping for a show of disunity in Washing- 
ton. But the report then goes on to express 
the committee’s own sentiments on the issues. 

It calls for an Administration outline of “posi- 
tive and comprehensive measures for dealing 
with the Middle East.” It calls on the Adminis- 
tration to work for an Arab-Israeli peace, reset- 
tlement of Arab refugees and a Suez canal 
solution—in short, to deal actively with the 
underlying causes of the crisis. And it disposes 
of the issue of Executive authority by saying 
that the President has power to act without the 
resolution, but that the resolution is “a declara- 
tion of the solidarity of the people” on a policy 
of co-operation with nations of the Middle East. 

We do not see how the Senate committee 
could do much better than that—and the com- 
mittee had better be getting on with it. Senator 
Fulbright’s decision to postpone any demand 
for a full-dress review of past Middle East 
policy until after the resolution has been acted 
on is most welcome. Did the Democrats ever 
seriously think that all the wheels should stop 
turning until the State Department got out a 
book about the Middle East? Was Senator 
Morse serious in proposing that everything hang 
in suspended animation while a national refer- 
endum was held? 

Secretary Dulles has no claim to immunity 
from senatorial criticism or questioning, and the 
Senators are justified in calling him strictly to 
account for his policies. But stalling and aim- 
less wrangling over details have no place in 
the hearings. The big job now is to get the 
resolution passed—who in the Senate really 
thinks it won't be passed?—and to get a mean- 
ingful Middle East policy working. The House 
committee has shown the way.

In Behalf of Missouri Waters 
Senator George A. Spencer of Columbia is 
commendably returning to his fight for a well- 
informed water policy and program for Mis- 
souri.

There is a great deal which waits to be done 
by such a committee. But enough is already 
known to justify—and necessitate — bringing 
Missouri water legislation more nearly up to 
date without further postponement. 


As Dr. Edward L. Clark pointed out when he 


was state geologist, much more factual data on 
underground water supplies must be gathered 
before sound legislation can be. drafted. The 
Legislature can get to work on that at once by 
making available some funds to start this accel- 
erated work.

It should be a relatively simple 
matter to determine what enforcement provi- 
sions have worked best elsewhere and apply 
them to Missouri's case, In short, while we are 
doing our best to learn more, let us be making 
better use of what we already know.

The Eisenhower doctrine is 
an effort to reassert, not West- 
ern authority which is gone, 
but a modicum of Western in- 
fluence. 

Though Britain and France 
made a ¢lumsy try, the West 
has not done in the Middle East 
what the Russians ‘have done 
in Eastern Europe. The West

The Middle East, on the con- 
trary, has not been isolated and 
insulated.

Convincing Warning. 


There is no use underest!- 
mating the diplomatic force of 


the warning against allowing 
bases for nuclear weapons, 
which was issued in Moscow 
last week. 


This warning is addressed to 


the key countries in the great 


semicircle which extends from 
Japan and Okinawa through 
Iran and Turkey to Western 
Furope. The warning consists 
of a reminder’to these exposed 
countries that in case of war, 
unless they are military neu- 
trals, they will be defenseless 
targets for Soviet missiles.

It was the second top-heavy 
victory for the Budweiser ag- 
gregation. Last year, even 
though most of the members 
were suffering from ailments of 
various kinds, the Buds ruined 
the Detroit Strohs with a 747- 
pin victory over the three-time 
champions, This time the St. 
Louis club was in good health, 
as the wider lead might indi- 
cate. 

One Game of 1202. 

In Sunday’s sessions, for in- 
stance, the Buds took time to 
get started in the afternoon be- 
fore turning in a tremendous 
1202 score in the third game 
to take the block, 3278-3252, 
then they tore things apart at 
night by drubbing the Falstaffs, 
3429-2923. 

The Buds’ Ray Bluth com- 
piled a 215 average for the 24 
games away and at home to 
lead both clubs. Pat Patterson 
had 213, individual match game 
champion Don Carter had 212, 
Dick Weber had 208 and Tom 
Hennessey 204. Weber and 
Bluth hold the national doubles 
title.

expenses and tournament en- 
trance fees. 
Tournament winnings last 


season totaled about $20,000, 
according to Whitey Harris. In 
addition to these amounts, in- 
dividual members of the team 
earn varying incomes through 
indorsements and agreements 
with bowling equipment manu- 
facturers. 
Cash from Television. 

Television matches’ which 
have been extremely rewarding 
to some of the team’s members, 
are an entirely separate mat- 
ter, but they add further to the 
wealth of the professional pin- 
sters. 

All in all, the Budweisers’ 
reign may be a tough nut to 
crack in the foreseeable future. 
There are a number of top | 
bowlers around the nation, who, 
if they were on one team, 
could give the Buds tough com- 
pétition. To do this would pro- 
bably require the emergence 
of new, well-heeled sponsors. 

While the rest of the tenpin 
world is trying to find a solu- 
tion, however, the Budweisers 
will survey the situation from 
a pleasant and profitable posi- 
tion—the top.

T’S EASY to recognize 

home run hitters on the 

highways, Frank Frisch 
told an audience fm St. Joseph, 
Mich. They're the ones tear- 
ing past in gleaming, expen- 
sive cars; the fellows ,who 
bunt and push timely singles 
into leftfield drive little old 
heaps of tin. 

After an illness which not 
only kept him away from the 
ball parks, but even made 
television verboten last sum- 
mer, the Dutchman is back in 
his incomparable form, cut- 
ting and slashing from both 
sides of the plate as he did 
long ago with the Giants and 
the Cardinals. That's good 
to know. Moreover, when the 
old Flash is up there talking 
about baseball as she _ is 
played, it is also good to 
listen. 

Nobody views the current 
craze for the long ball with 
a loftier scorn than Frisch 
does, and he speaks from au- 
thority, not prejudice. There 
is more than plentiful support 
for him in the cold figures, 
as the Giants’ Garry Schu- 
macher can demonstrate. 

Recently Garry undertook 
a research into the history 
books and discovered strong 
evidence that today’s baseball 
strategists are losing sight of 
their principal objective, 
which is to score more runs 
than the other fellow. Tak- 
ing aim on the fences is not 
the way to do it. 


The Hard Way. 

ARRY went back 31 years 
Gi the season of 1925, 

when Babe Ruth's influ- 
ence was changing baseball 
from a game of speed to a 
contest of power. He com- 
piled figures on attack com- 
paring the seasons of 
1930, 1940, 1950 and 1956. 
They are astonishing and re- 
vealing, 

For example. major league 
batsmen in 1930 made 1565 
home runs as compared with 
2294 in 1956. However, the 
big league teams of 1930 
scored 13,695 runs, whereas 
last season the total was 11.- 
031. In other words, while 
the home run production was 
increasing by 729 there was 
a scoring decline of 2664 
runs. 

What does this prove? It 
means that when more and 
more players swing from the 
heels in an effort to get runs 
in bunches, the team loses 
efficiency as a scoring ma- 
chine. Trying to get runs 
the easy way, they make it 
harder to win. 

From here it seems that 
Garry's figures refute peren- 
nial assertions that the man- 


ufacturers have been con- 
stantly increasing the octane 
content of the ball. More

Thirty years ago Frank 
Frisch accepted 1037 fielding 
chances, and na second base- 
man before or after him has 
approached that figure. Ob- 
viously, the downward trend 
in singles can't be attributed 
to development of better in- 
fielders with a greater range 
than the Flash and his con- 
temporaries. 

It may be, however, 
the larger and better glove 
employed today -enables a 
fielder to smother a greater 
percentage of ground 
balls that come near him, 
even if he hasn't the speed 
and savvy and reflexes of a 
Frisch.

IN COTTON EXPORTS 


Council President Says 
Season's Total Will Be 
7,000,090 Bales. 


Cotton exports have tripled 
in the past year, Col. F. J. Beat- 
ty, president of the National 


Cotton Council, told members of 


the group at the opening of its 
two-day convention, at Hotel 
Sheraton-Jefferson today. Ex- 
ports this season will be close 
to 7,000,000 bales, the highest 
mark in almost 25 years, he de- 
clared. 

The greatly increased quan- 


tity of exports is “taking a good 
‘bite out of the cotton surplus,” 


Beatty noted. This encourages 
expanded production of cotton 
too. The dramatic increase in 
exports also indicates the possi- 


_ bilities for expanding sales over- 


seas, he declared. 
The sales increase was at- 
tributed in part, to government 


; action stabilizing export prices 


for American cotton and creat- 


ing confidence among foreign 


mill customers. Beatty also said 
foreign customers have been 
encouraged to increase their 
unusually low inventories. 

M. K. Horne Jr., chief econo 
mist for the Council, declared 
exports could be increased an- 
other 2,000,000 bales in the 
next five years, and domestic 
sales increased to 11,000,000 
bales. 

During the past year about 
15,500,000 bales of cotton have 
been consumed, the largest fig- 
ure in 30 years, he said. The 
domestic consumption of cot- 
ton this year is expected to be 
about 9,000,000 bales, down 
200,000 from last season, Horne 
estimated. 

Imports of textiles have had 
a demoralizing effect upon the 
American textile industry, and 
account for part of the drop 
in domestic use, he asserted.

Quick Roundup of Nazi Saboteurs 


FBI Goes Into Action After Coast Guardsman Spots Men From Submarine

ITLER boasted in 1940 that 
H is armies and air force 

were invincible. But even 
at the peak of Nazi power in 
Europe, the German High Com- 
thand was secretly worried. Air 
Marshal Hermann Goering and 
S.S. Chief Heinrich Himmler, 
among others, were complain- 
ing bitterly about failure to 
establish reliable agents in the 
United States. 

Espionage agents were being 
trapped singly and in groups 
by American counterespionage. 
Something had to be done to 
replace these agents, and also to 
cripple the American industrial 
giant by sabotage before it be- 
came too great a threat. 

The Nazis decided on a bold 
gamble: Agents who had once 
lived in America, men who knew 
the country and its customs 
well, would be trained in espio- 
nage and sabotage. Then they 
would be slipped into the United 
States by submarines with 
enough money and _ sabotage 
supplies to last them for two 
years. 

Eight men.who knew Amer- 
ica well entered the Nazi sabo- 
tage school at Quentz Lake, 
near Berlin, in April 1942. They 
were taught in theory and in 
practice how to use explosives, 
incendiaries, detonators and tim- 
ing devices. They rehearsed 
phony life stories as an actor 
learns his lines for a play. These 
life stories were documented 
with false birth certificates, 
draft deferment cards, social se- 
curity cards and automobile 
drivers’ licenses. 

George Dasch, 39 years old, 
was the leader of team No. 1, 
which included Ernest Burger, 
35, Heinrich Heinck, 34, and 
Richard Quirin, 34. Team No. 2 
was under command of 32-year- 
old Edward Kerling. His com- 
panions were Herman Neu- 
bauer, 32, Werner Thiel, 35, and 
Herbert Haupt, 22. 

In all, the saboteurs carried 
a small fortune of $175,200, 
most of it in $50 bills. 

Kerling and his men boarded 
a submarine, and on the night 
of May 26 the raider slipped 
out to sea. Two nights later, 
U-boat 202, the Innsbruck, left 
the submarine base carrying 
Dasch and his team. Each group 
carried four waterproofed boxes 
containing high explosives, TNT 
molded to look like pieces of 
coal, fuses, detonators, primers 
and an assortment of mechani- 
cal and chemical timing de- 
vices 

Sixteen days after leaving 
Lorient, the Innsbruck §sur- 
faced off the beach near 
Amagansett, Long Island. The 
U-boat moved slowly through 
a heavy fog to a point about 
440 yards offshore, and then 
the motors were Stilled. It was 
almost midnight on Friday,

NEW YORK, Jan. 28 (INS). 
Y being the right men, in 
Bine right place, at the right 
time, Stavros Spyros Niar- 
chos and Aristotle Socrates 
Onassis have built two of the 
world’s greatest fortunes. 


The end of World War Il 
found each in somewhat sim- 
ilar situations. Each owned a 
small fleet of rusty freighters 
and one or two tankers, 

In the postwar decade, they 
drew the same _ conclusions 
about future demands for oil 
and the need for tankers to 
carry it. On those conclusions 
they based some remarkably 
similar moves. 

As a result of those moves, 
Niarchos and Anassis have 
ships in operation or under 
construction totaling 4,600,000 
tons. All but about 250,000 
tons are tankers. 

Niarchos’s organization breaks 
it down this way: 

Fifty-five tankers 
freighters in service, 
1,400,000 tons; 22 tankers and 
eight freighters under con- 
struction, totaling 1,000,000 tons. 


The best available informa- 
tion of the Onassis fleet is that 
40 to 50 tankers and 10 freight- 
ers totaling 1,200,000 tons are 
in operation, Eighteen tankers, 
including a 100,000-ton Behe- 
moth, are under construction, 
totaling 1,000,000 tons. 


The 2,000,000 tons of tank- 
ers currently in operation for 
Onassis and Niarchos is 
roughly five per cent of the 
free world’s total tanker 
tonnage. Somewhere close to 
90 per cent is owned by the 
oil companies and _  govern- 
ments. The remainder is split 
up among more than 100 other 
independent shippers. 

The chain of personal and 
professional events that were to 
link Niarchos and Onassis and 
later to lead to their rivalry got 
its start in December 1946. That 
was when 40-year-old Onassis 
married 17-year-old Athina Li- 
vanos, the American-educated 
daughter of another Greek ship- 
owner, Stavros Livanos. The 
next year Niarchos took as his

second wife Athina’s sister, Eu- 
genie. 

Early that same year, 1947, 
the new brothers-in-law first 


moved against the tide in the 
shipping industry. Tankers were 
in oversupply. The United States 
Government even had a fleet of 
surplus oil carriers that had 
been built during the war. They 
were 16,000-ton T-2s. 

The two men—they now dis- 
pute who had the idea first-— 
decided the world demand for 
oil would rise and decided to 
bid for the T-2s when virtually 
no one wanted them. But the 
surplus vessels could be sold 
only to United States citizens. 
To qualify as buyers, Niarchos 
and Onassis set up what the 
United States Government later 


charged were “dummy” Ameri- 
can corporations. 
Niarchos got 14 tankers, 


Onassis 16. Then, through com- 
plicated arrangements, the ships 
were leased to Panamanian and 
Liberian firms. Registry under 
these so-called “flags of con- 
venience” meant taxes were 
nominal, crews were non-union, 
and profits high. 

In late 1947 and 1948, the oil 
market skyrocketed, and with it 
went shipping rates. “The Gold- 
en Greeks” were ready. 

Then—and both claim credit 
for this move—they opened the 
way for a revolution in rela- 
tions between the oil and ship- 
ping industries. 

Before the war, oil companies 
carried most of their oil from 
the fields to refineries. This 
meant millions of capital invest- 


ment dollars were tied up in

ships. 

The big oil companies wanted 
to put their capital into explora- 
tion and development. Niarchos 
and Onassis showed them the 
way out. They established a 
new pattern of ship financing 
by inducing the oil companies 
to approve long-term charters 
for the ships in advance of con- 
struction. 

With the charters in hand, 
they went to banks and insur- 
ance companies, and, by assign- 
ing in advance part of the char- 
ter profits, obtained the money 
to build the tankers. 

The tankers they built were 
“super” tankers, and in this 
too, they led the way. Their de- 
tractors said that tankers over 
40,000 tons were ridiculous be- 
cause they could not go through 
the Suez canal while loaded. 

But Niarchos and Onassis dis- 
counted the canal long ago. 
With their giant petroleum 
carriers, they reasoned and sub- 
sequently proved that they 
could move oil more quickly 
and at a lower cost—even if 
they had to go around Africa.

NOTHER important eco- 
A nomic factor was that the 

bigger ships actually were 
cheaper to build per ton and 
needed only a small increase 
in crew size to move payloads 
many times that of the stand- 
ard, 16,000-ton T-2. 

Shipyards around the world 
are booming today. But most 
of the tankers that are on, or 
have come off the ways for “the 
Golden Greeks” in the past few 
years, or are under construc- 
tion now, were\ordered during 
periods of idleness in the yards. 
By gambling again on the fu- 
ture, they got their ships built 
at bargain rates. 


Most of their tankers have 
been built in foreign yards 
where costs are lower, but 


Onassis and Niarchos have had 
some recent work done in the 
United States. The ships built 
in the United States were part 
of the out-of-court agreement 
reached with the Government 
in 1954 when Washington 
charged them with illegally pur- 
chasing and operating those sur- 
plus T-2s, and a half dozen sur- 
plus freighters. 

Niarchos paid $12,000,000 in 
fines and penalties, Onassis $7,- 
000,000—to “avoid waste of 
time and effort,” he said. 

Each agreed to put their 
United States companies in 
trust for their young children 
and agreed to build and operate 
some tankers under the United 
States flag. 

In accordance with this agree- 
ment, Niarchos recently 
launched two tankers, one of 
43,000 tons, the other of 32,650.

capable of carrying 35,000,000 
gallons of crude oil—enough to 
fill the petroleum needs of aA 
city the size of St. Louis for 
a month. 

For its breath-taking daring, 
nothing could top the bombshell 
dropped on the oil and shipping 
industry by Onassis in 1954, In 
the ensuing uproar, nine gov- 
ernments, including the United 
States, vigorously protested the 
explosive secret deal. 

An agreement between Onas- 
sis and the Saudi Arabian gov- 
ernment would have given the 
tanker man priority and even- 
tually a monopoly on the haul- 
ing of Saudi Arabia's oil, which 
amounts to 40,000,000 tons a 
year or seven per cent of the 
world’s production. 

The deal would have shut out 
scores of other independent 
shippers —including Niarchos— 
and could have opened up to 
a possible rate squeeze the four 
American oil companies which, 
as the Arabian American Oil 
Co. (Aramco), operate the fabu- 
lously rich oil concessions. 

In return, Onassis agreed to 
operate for the Arabian govern- 
ment a 500,000 ton tanker fleet 
and pay a royalty on all the oil 
he moved. 

This meant the Saudi Ara- 
bians, if they chose to national- 
ize their oil as the Iranians had, 
could sell and ship to anyone 


they pleased.

hides. In 1930, Onassis was a 
millionaire and ready when, in 
that year, the Canadian National 
Railways put up for sale freight- 
ers which had cost $2,000,000 
each to build. Onassis bought 
six for $20,000 each, and that 
was the start of his shipping 
empire. 

But in 1954, the bottom had 
dropped out of the tanker busi- 
ness following the Korean war 
boom. Onassis’s enemies—not- 
ably Niarchos — claimed he 
would not have worked out the 
Arabian deal if he hadn't been 
in trouble financially. 

“It’s not true I was desper- 
ate,’ Onassis said in a recent 
interview. “I saw the arrange- 
ment laying there like a loaded 
gun, ready to blow up. I knew 
my competitors would grab it if 
I didn't. It was purely a ‘de- 
fensive move on my part.”

Prion's latest statement on 

the Israeli-Egypt problem 
seems to me the only one that 
the head of the state could 
properly make. As such, his 
first and most important duty | 
is to protect his people. 

That is all he is doing when 
he asks for assurances that U.N. 
forces will move in before he 
withdraws from the Agaba 
straits and the Gaza strip. Oth- 
erwise he runs the risk of hav- 
ing those two points again oc- 
cupied by the Egyptians. He 
would then be in the same spot 
he was in before he decided to 
try and protect his people from 
the Egyptian raids launched 


from areas along the Egyptian- 
Israeli border. 

It seems to me very unrea- 
sonable for Egypt to siate that 
this action on the part of Israel 
may cause a major crisis, and | 
for the Egyptian press to an- | 
nounce that clearing of the 
Suez Canal might be halted be- 
cause of it. The Israelis have 
not refused to withdraw. They 
have only made the condition

I DON’T KNOW whether most | 


people knew as little as I did 
about Beihan, a settlement in 
Britain’s Aden 
which figured so suddenly in 
the news last week. Quite frank- 
ly, when I first read that the 
Yemenis might attack and over- 
run Beihan unless the British 
flew in more reinforcements, I 
had no picture in my mind of 
where this place could be. Two 
days ago, the British airlifted 
a company of Cameron High- 
landers from Aden into Beihan. 
Sherif Husein Bin Ahmed, ruler 
of this remote tribal state, 
seems very agitated over the 
situation and not at all content 
with the protection given them 
by British troops. Beihan is 150 
miles north of Aden across a 
rocky plateau, and is accessible 
only by air. Supply planes must 
weave their way around high 
rocky pinnacles and alight on 
a bumpy sand strip outside the 
main settlement. The sherif has 
been called a British stooge’ by 
the Yemenis, and apparently he 
is afraid this will upset his 
own people. Some of them have 
already gone over to join the 
Yemenis on the promise of free 
arms, ammunition and food. 

When I read stories like this 
it always makes me want to go 
and see the country and the 
people, whose life must be so 
very different.
